Ame- 
rican Univenitles, . as . well as slu< 
dents from many, Afr(!^Asian cdun- 
tries to attend, 'so as -to enable stu- 
dents to hear and' present a wide 
variety of views emanating* from 
their differhig backgrounds." 



returned a few minutes later and - 
accosted Boyer again. Receiving - 
the same cool reception from ihe ' 
crowd, Compton proceeded back- 
to his office from which he tele- • 
phoned Irwin Cotler, Debating 
Union President. 

Cotler was informed that it 
would be advisable to remove 
the speaker from the path in 
front; of the Arts. Building. He 
immediately went to the gathe- 
ring, and with the aid of another 
member of the executive, succee-»- 
ded in halting the speech. 

Bn.vcr offered to continue the 
.speech and answer any questions 
put to him on his topic of nu- 
clear disarmament, down on the 
Lower Campus, but none of the 
crowd followed him and the 
meeting broke iip. 

- EXEC COMMENTS 

When - ■ thé~ action had con- 
cluded, a senior Debating Union 
excutive attempted to explain ' 
the very singular string of 
events. 

The Debating Union had ar- . 
ranged for these speeches to bo 
convened each Tuesday at 1 pm 
in front of the Arts Building. 
The problem encountered yester> 
iiay was that the speaker began 
five minutes too early and was 
not introduced by a member of. 
the Debating Union as he should' 
have been. The group would then: 
have proceeded to the Lower 
Campus for the talk. 

"The early stait, it was pro- 
bably felt, interfered with stu- 
dents trying to make their way 
away from the building in a 
hurry to attend another lecture. 
Similarly, officials must have 
considered that the lane was 
blocked to traffic during this 
crucial time of day." 

The Debating Union stated that 
the "Hyde Parle" scries would bo 
continued, bpt on the Lower' 
Campus instead of . the Arts Buil- 
ding Lane, if permission couid 
be obtained from the proper 
officials. 

PREACHER SPEAKS 

Boyer. who was trying to esta- 
blish the fact that "this Is an 
age in which the trend to violen- 
ce has increased, in which the 
power of the Individual to con- 
trol, his .own destiny has de- 
creased. ^ and Jn which interna-' 
tlonal' power politics ftpd cold 
war: have gambled on the conti- 
nued existence of man", also 
expressed his view of the situa- 
tion. 

He' explained, that in his opi- 
nion, he did not obstruct move- 
ment of people or vehicles, sin-, 
ce he was on the side of -the 
road opposite from the steps and 
if students ■ were congregated on 
the center of these steps, any. 
who wished to leave could do. 
so on either side.

To Wipe Out Auction

What is to be done about the "mock auctions" which have been operating in 
the midtown area for nearly a year ? ' 

This is a question which has been plaguing police, consumers, merchants and 
the Montreal Better Business Bureau for at least 15 months. '

maxim- "Caveat Emptor" — Cus- 
tomer Beware. 

These "mock suctions" thrive 
because ];>cople continue to pat- 
ronize them on the belief they 
iire getting something for no- 
thing. "All they get in the end 
is a little bit of nothing for some- 
thing" says Claude Hoot of the 
Better Business Bureau.

"ÏT IS 14 years since I lived 
in International House in 
New York City, but I visit- 
ed it again last year, and so 
little had it changed that

Mrs, Carnegie herself, in 
spite of her frailness and ailing 
health, (slie^diodlthe following 
year) came dowv^ln her wheel 
chair and insisted on shaking 
the hands of everyone present. 

Needless to say, with the many 
attractions- of the House Itself, 
not to niention these of New York 
City, with its theatre, music, art 
galleries and museums, the 
House was a fine plate for every- 
thing, except study. A few ma- 
naged to resist Its attractions 
and to spend a certain amount of 
time in their rooms working, but 
it took great self-discipline.
